Because of his attachnent to Catholic teachings, 1^. Aradl has also 
vi^ttsn articles which night be construed as aati-Russlan. this has 
eansed one Coanonist paper In Hungary to iry^ to pin a "war crlalnal" 
label on him. 

b) ^Nr. Hinler farther states! "I net Aradl la Bari in 
Septeaber 1944 ud was closely associated ^ith hla since then.' At 
first I was afraid that his reosnt fiuagarlan oonnectloas nlg^t - sab- 
consdionsly - bias his eraloatlon of Bongarians, <uid hare ppid special 
attention to this aspect of his work*

to be reliable and eztreaely Taloable to dor costoMsr agrpeles,
